p. 10/Page 2-4: Replace the last sentence, “National Geographic chose the County Seat as the 

future location for a Greater Yellowstone Geotourism Center” with, “The Teton Scenic Byway 

Visitor Center, to be located in Driggs, is expected to be designated as the first Geotourism 

Center in the nation by the National Geographic Society.”  This language was recommended by 

Hyrum Johnson, Chair of the Board of Commissioners for the Driggs Urban Renewal Agency. 

 

p. 11/Page 2-6: last sentence of 4
th

 paragraph- This language comes from ID State Statute 67-

6508 (a) and while awkward, is recommended by the prosecuting attorney. 

 

p. 14/Page 3-3: Include facebook page in second to last paragraph.  “Efforts included public 

workshops, open houses, stakeholder interviews, a “plan van,” online surveys, newspaper articles 

and ads, a banner across the main highway, a dedicated website and a facebook page. 

 

Page 4-6: The pathway is in the wrong spot (east of HWY 33)- I’ll get that fixed.   

 

p. 23/Page 4-11: There is a typo- the Guiding Principles are duplicated as Benefits.  They should 

read: 

 Bridges cultural differences to create a strong sense of community 

 Increases community interaction and sense of place 

 Supports economic development 

 Creates an efficient infrastructure system, as a foundation for community sustainability 

p. 23-25/Page 4-13& 4-15: Benefits.  First word should match tense.  I.e. Preservation should be 

“Preserves” for the first two bullets. 

 The creation of more jobs  to  Creates more jobs 

 Better education to Improves education 

 Stimulation of the local economy to Stimulates the local economy 

 A healthy and happy community to Creates a healthy and happy community 

 Increased social and economic capital of the valley to Increases social and economic 

capital of the valley 

 More satisfaction in the community to Improves satisfaction in the community 

 Positive contribution from youth to the community to Encourages positive contributions 

from youth to the community. 
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p. 23/Page 4-13: “Facilitate the transfer of land” replace “(such as to family members) with, (to 

encourage agriculture or family farming) 

 

p. 26/Page 5-1: Change the second sentence of the last paragraph to: “Pathway connections 

along old railroad beds and existing roads will augment the perimeter trail and create a complete 

pathway network.” 

 

p. 27/Page 5-3 Industrial/Research: The City of Victor is concerned about these areas being 

“within” Town Neighborhoods.  Suggest, “These areas are separate from the town 

neighborhoods and have low visibility from the scenic corridor and tourist centers.”  

 

p. 27/Page 5-4, Rural Neighborhood: “The unincorporated town of Felt is also considered a 

Town Rural Neighborhood area although public water and sewer sevrice is not available.  In 

general, further development and densification of Felt is not supported by its residents; however, 

the desire for a small public park and decreased speed limits were voiced by many.” 

 

p. 28/Page 5-4, Rural Agriculture: “Rural Agriculture areas are located on the north and 

western sides of the valley and include (add) much of the most productive agricultural land due 

to soils present.”  

 

p. 28/Page 5-5, Mixed Ag/Wetlands: “These areas have some (add) significant wildlife 

resources, are predominately rangeland and agriculture land, and have high scenic qualities.” 

 

p. 29/Page 5-5, Foothills: “The Foothills are located on the eastern and northern slopes of the 

Big Hole Mountains…” 

 

p. 29/Page 5-6:  USACE in fourth bullet- This is already written out in Mixed Ag/Wetlands and 

doesn’t need to be repeated 

 

p. 30/Page 5-7: Additional amenities… “Resort and National Forest Areas (Grand Targhee, 

Teton National Forest (add) United States Forest Service OR Caribou-Targhee District)  

 

p. 34/Page 5-12, ED Goal 3:  add lifestyle- Recognize that tourism (add) and lifestyle are 

fundamental components of our economy and are dependent on healthy natural resources. 

 

p. 35/Page 5-13, Policy 5.3: “Communication infrastructure should be coordinated through the 

County Engineer and the Idaho Transportation Department, and conform to a Communications 

Master Plan.”  

 

p. 36/Page 5-14, Policy 1.4: “Adopt (add) a variety of design standards for all transportation 

infrastructure.” 

  

p. 36/Policy 1.7 “ … including deterioration due to age (add) and use, …” 

 

p. 37/Page 5-15, Policy 2.6: “Support plans development that takes into account…” 

 

p. 37/Page 5-16, Policy 3.2: “Develop trails and pathways where appropriate to connect all 

communities within the County to adjacent communities, recreation areas (add) and amenities.” 
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p. 41/Page 5-23, Policy 6.3.4: “Maintain Promote lower density development in Rural Areas” 

 

p. 44/Page 5-28, Policy 1.4: Consider deleting (included in 1.2?), Change to, “Identify 

appropriate locations for new facilities in accordance with proposed master plans and build these 

new facilities when the demand and funding exist.”  

 

p. 47/ Page 5-32, Policy 4.2: There is a national historic registry.  I would encourage us to adopt 

the national registry as a local registry until more expertise in historic preservation exists in the 

County. 

 

p. 48/Page 6-2: second paragraph “… in future research and development and other related 

industries, is tied to its ability to attract and retain highly educated professional employees and 

entrepreneurs.   

 

p. 54/Page 6-9: 4
th

 Paragraph “Establishing the proposed National Geographic Tourism Center 

Scenic Byways Visitor Center in Driggs could focus the cultural heritage tourism opportunities 

in the Valley and provide a central location for tourist information.”

p. 73/Page 6-35: Capital Improvement Plan: “This plan should be updated based on current 

population projections and current projected conditions.”  This is awkward.  It could be, 

“…based on current population conditions and projections.” 

 

p. 75/Page 6-42: last sentence: “It is also recommended that the Cities and the County jointly 

adopt their Comprehensive Plans (add) and amend their Area of Impact agreements 

according to the updates to ensure consistency in implementation.”
